party . 
Alvarez, if any thing, would be re­ 
garded as more radical than San­ 
chez Guerra, w'hose designation by 
the k ing y esterday was regarded by 
monarchists as a surrender to the 
extremists. 
The 
development, 
which 
came 
with astonishing suddenness, threw' 
the political situation into the ut­ 
most confusion and made develop­ 
ments extremely uncertain. 
Madrid 
j was quiet, but alive with rumors 
of m ilitary action, none of w'hicli 
could be confirmed. 
A large military clique is extreme­ 
ly 
dissatisfied 
with 
y esterday ’s 
events, 
which 
they consider con­ 
stitutes an unnecessary surrender

AMBITIOUS MEN UNHAPPY 
J ohn H. Clarke, who, at the height of 
his mental and phy sical powers in 19 22, 
resigned as associate justice of the su­ 
preme court of the United States in order, 
as he ex plained, to have time to read, 
travel, and serve his neighbors, is now 
73. 
He was interviewed recently for the 
'American Magazine by Merle Crowell, 
who visited him at his home in Cleveland. 
^'Intensely ambitious men are seldom, 
if ever, happy ,” said the former justice. 
“ Even if they attaain old ambitions there 
are alway s new and distant dreams to 
mock them. 
I have never known a high­ 
ly ambitious man who did not lament as 
he grew old that his life was a disappoint­ 
ment, if not a failure. 
Clemenceau de­ 
scribed glory as “ wisps of smoke.” 
“ I may say that my own sense of sereni­ 
ty has been ministered to by the fact that 
I have been ambitious in the usual sense 
of the word. Such honors, such public of­ 
fices, as I have held have come to me 
unsought. 
I did not go after them. 
“ A highly ambitious man seldom recog­ 
nizes his own limitations. 
We all have 
limitations. 
There are certain things that 
we can do and others that we can never 
do. 
The wise man makes a ‘truce with 
necessity ,’ as Carly le puts it. 
“ I am not belittling reasonable fore­ 
thought, which we should all possess, but 
merely the high-pitched struggle for far- 
off and forever receding horizons. 
If we 
give our best to each present problem, 
time will usually take care of the result. 
“ I think my retirement from the su­ 
preme court bench showed that I esteem­ 
ed other things in life more important 
than power or fame. 
I have never had 
cause to regret that decision.” 
--- 
AN IMPORTANT ENTERPRISE 
The following is an editorial which ap­ 
peared in this morning’s J efferson City 
Capital-News. 
Otto Botz formerly lived 
^ in Sedalia, and is a brother of Charles O. 
Botz, president and manager of the Acme 
Printing Company : 
“ Otto Botz’s chicken factory shipped 
^ out more than 
3,000 
birds 
last 
week, 
ready for the cook. 
They went all over 
■ the country . 
Botz finds it impossible to 
supply the demand, hence the plant is to 
be enlarged again. 
It now gives employ ­ 
ment to thirty people and ultimately it 
will probably require one hundred em­ 
ploy es to supply the trade. 
Mr. Botz is 
installing a remarkable refrigerator at the 
plant, the only one of its kind in the 
Avorld. 
It will take a dressed chicken six 
hours to make the trip on a belt through 
. the refrigerator and when it gets through 
it is a cool bird. 
This enterprise is fast 
becoming of major importance to J ef­ 
ferson City .”

THE NEXT WAR 
Speaking to a large London audience 
British P^oreign Secretary Arthur Hender­ 
son implored support for plans to reduce 
military and naval armament. 
He paint­ 
ed a terrible picture of what the nex t 
war would be like. 
“ The nex t war will not be like the last,” 
he declared. 
“ It will be incomparably 
worse. 
A great military ex pert has said 
that in the last war we were killing by 
retail but nex t time we shall do it by 
wholesale. The nex t war, if it ever should 
come, will be fought by aircraft and by 
aircraft using poison gas. 
“ Every y ear our air force carries out 
maneuvers over London. 
Have y ou ever 
thought wha t those 
maneuvers 
mean? 
They mean that our staff, like every other 
staff, is now ex pecting that the operations 
of the nex t war will be air attacks against 
great centers of industry 
and 
civilian 
j/opulations. 
“ It. is useless to protest that such war- 
larr would be an international crime. 
e 
^ 
‘^^urely learned that it is bey ond our 


power to humanize the conduct of mod­ 
ern war. 
Once war begins no man and 
no government can control it. 
The only 
way to stop such barbarities is to stop 
war itself.” 
While some of these details can be ex - 
iig’^erated, all thinking people agree that 
the nex t war will be horrible in its effect 
upon entire populations. 
The recognition 
of this should add strength to any move­ 
ment to avoid war. 
---------- 


ANOMALOUS SPAIN 
Spain kept out of the world war and 
got rich from other nations’ troubles. But 
that has not saved the Spanish govern­ 
ment from the same troubles that have 
pursued other lines since the war. 
There 
is communism in the large cities and the 
once stolid peasantry is less inclined to do 
what it is told than before the European 
upheaval. 
The Spanish 
autocracy 
represents a 
species of rule long ex tinct elsewhere, the 
St. Louis Star comments then adds: 
There is a king who seldom appears 
on the job ex cept when his throne begins 
to § hake. 
There is a parliament that sel­ 
dom meets and which possesses no real 
power in the meaning of parliamentary 
elsewhere. 
The past two dic­ 
tatorships alone saved the monarchy by 
putting the king in a back seat. 
Dictator­ 
ships last just as long as the people stand 
for them, and it looks as though the Span­ 
ish people were about through. 
For while Alfonso went fox trotting and 
tangoing in the charmed circle on his 
periodical visits to England, the Spanish 
people seem to have been doing some­ 
thing 
for 
themselves. 
Hy dro-electric 
power has jolted them out of their old 
mental lethargy , just as it polted the new 
machinery into action. 
There is enormous 
industrial development in parts of Spain, 
like 
Barcelona. 
Those 
regions 
would 
have seceded long ago if the liberal lead­ 
ers and the army had sided with their 
views. 
Now the liberals have deserted 
the dictatorship and the recent uprising, 
with difficulty suppressed, shows all is 
not to the king’s liking with the army . 
“ The army and the liberal leaders hold 
the outcome of the present crisis in their 
hands. 
The Spanish army has long been 
an indirect mode of graft on the govern­ 
ment. 
Its officers, almost outnumbering 
the men, have remained loy al by getting 
special privileges which they passed along 
to the rank and file in the form of doles. 
How badly that sy stem has been weaken­ 
ed by recent events should appear in the 
nex t few weeks. 
Collapse of the sliort-liv’ed Berenguer 
dictatorship looks like the beginning of 
the ^ end. 
The king may form another 
cabinet and there may be another dicta­ 
tor, but a constitutional assembly and a 
republic must soon arrive. 
Whether that 
will help Spain’s unrest is another matter. 
Time and many mistakes are needed for 
any nation to fit itself for self-government 
and the 
Spaniards 
never 
have had a 
chance even to get started.”

THE WAY OF TRADE-AT-HOME 
Sedalians should believe most sincerely 
in the advantages to be secured by the 
thorough practice of “ trading-at-home.” 
It is a doctrine that is often misunder­ 
stood, in that some people would go so 
far as to demand a blind adherence to the 
theory without regard to the facts of the 
situaton. 
The essence of such a course of 
conduct, if it is to be a community suc­ 
cess, requires the intelligent cooperation 
of Sedalia 
merchants 
as 
well as local 
buy ers. 
It is the paramount duty of local mer­ 
chants, or sellers, to be alert in their 
business, to present to their customers at­ 
tractive goods, fairly priced in line with 
modern competition and to keep up with 
the best modern merchandising practices 
elsewhere. 
This does not necessitate, or 
ex pect, the elaborate display s of metro­ 
politan stores, but it does mean meeting 
the prime essentials of trading that make 
buy ing profitable to the buy er as well as 
the seller. 
The obligation which rests upon local 
citizens, as buy ers, demands that, before 
purchasing merchandise or service out of 
town, they give Sedalia business houses 
the opportunity of handling the business. 
No buy er should, through sheer laziness, 
or a careless idea of economy , thought­ 
lessly send money from Sedalia. The fool­ 
ishness of such conduct can be easily dem­ 
onstrated to any reader 
who 
has 
the 
slightest doubt of its correctness, or of its 
value to a civic community . 
Fortunately , we have had a generous 
observance of the trade-at-home” ideal. 
Sedalia boasts many progressive business 
houses, where service to the buy er is as 
much the key note as profits to the seller. 
Of course, this policy ex ists because, in 
the long run, business men know that it is 
an adjunct to profit-making. 
Our local 
buy ers, as a rule, do patronize local busi­ 
nesses, and. we are convinced, in the 
majority of instances, with pleasure and 
profit.

INCOME TAX FACTS 


N o. 14 
To the man whose income con­ 
sists principally of salary , wages, 
or fees for professional services, the 
filing of a correct income-tax re­ 
turn should present little difficulty . 
The revenue act provides that there 
shall be included in gross income 
all compensation for ‘‘personal ser­ 
vices actually rendered.” This in­ 
cludes salaries, wages, commissions, 
bonuses, and tips. In the case of

sional man. it Includes all fees and

Steel production has gained stead­ 
ily since Christmas week, and al­ 
though still far below the levels of 
a y ear ago, it may fairly be regard­ 
ed as offering encouragement. Au­ 
tomobile demand is better, and em­ 
ploy ment gains continue. 
Other Increases are to be noted 
in the output of petroleum and of 
bituminous coal, in carloadings, and 
in the volume of construction con­ 
tracts for public works and public 
utilities. 
Commercial loans, which shrink 
at this season, rose slightly in late 
J anuary while bond flotations for 
the month reached the largest to­ 
tal since J uly . 
Railroad, utility and 
industrial issues were 
in 
larger 
volume, 
replacing 
the 
municipals 
which had flooded the market In 
November and December. 
Dividend pay ments for this month 
are off millions but the shrinkage 
in income to investors is cut down 
bv an increase of 15 millions in 


bond interest. Last y ear’s flotations 
of stocks and bonds fell off 30 per 
cent from 19 29 levels, but foreign 
financing was a third larger than 
in 19 29 , although below 19 24 and 
19 28 totals. 
These elements in the situation 
all serve to justify the hope for bet­ 
ter things, but the future is not all 
bright. 
Commodity prices continue 
v,eak, and the likelihood of continu­ 
ed over-production of the two money 
crops, wheat and cotton, has af­ 
fected the market unfavorably . Win­ 
ter wheat seedings have not been 
reduced and spring wheat growers 
are reluctant to curtail. Cotton acre­ 
age will probably be cut from 7 per 
cent to S per cent, whereas farm 
board 
estimates 
indicate 
that 
it 
would take a 8 0 per cent cut to 
bring the crop down to 10 million 
bales and the price up to 16 cents a 
pound. 
The farm board’s large hold­ 
ings 
of 
both 
wheat 
and 
cotton, 
purchased in the effort to stabilize 
the market, further complicate the 
outlook.

Hole in Roof Is Poor 
Henhouse Ventilator 
Cutting a hole in the roof is a 
poor way to ventilate the poultry 
building because it allows consid­ 
erable heat to escape, mak ing the 
house cold, says Prof. A. C. Smith, 
chief of the poultry division at Uni­ 
versity farm, St. Paul. 
Running a 
shaft through the roof to near the 
floor is also a faulty method be­ 
cause much of the moisture will 
escape the shaft and accumulate 
near the top of the room where 
the air is warmest. 
The easiest and simplest method 
of k eeping the poultry house com­ 
fortable wdth reference to tempera­ 
ture, moisture and ventilation, Mr. 
Smith says, is to have it equipped 
with windows just lik e those used 
in dwellings and then use the up­ 
per sash for ventilating during ex­ 
tremely cold weather. 
The sash 
may be dropped any distance re­ 
quired by the conditions of wdnd 
and 'W 'ea tlier, but it should n e v e r ho 
c o m p le te ly closed even on the 
c o ld ­ 
est night. 
There is no automatic sy stem of 
ventilation that will give complete 
satisfaction, Mr. Smith says. Any 
system used will require adjust­ 
ment and sometimes this will have 
to be given several times a day.

FEED FOR YOUNG 
DUCKS AND GEESE 


' Co mmercial Mashes Are No t 
K Lo o ked On With Fav o r. 


r It seems to do goslings good to 
I nave water soon after the finish of 
j the hatch, but feed is not needed 
for at least .30 hours. 
Stale bread 
soaked in milk is a good first feed. 
This is often mix ed with finely 
chop p ed boiled eggs and the mix * 
.ture fed four times each day until 
jthey are about three weeks old. 
Goslings need fine grit or sharp 
sand. 
Good results can be ob­ 
tained by mix ilig a moist mash of 
the same commercial dried butter­ 
milk starting mash that is used for 
chicks. 
But the hard grain or com­ 
mercial scratch grain should not 
be used as the digestive sy stem of 
goslings and ducklings can handle 
mashes better than hard grains. 
A good starting feed for duck­ 
lings consists of equal measures of 
bread crumbs and rolled oats to 
which Is added a sp rinkling of 
about 3 p er cent sand. When three 
day s old they can be given a mash 
comp osed of equal measures bran, 
corn meal, rolled oats, and bread 
crumbs. 
The commercial starting 
mash could be used for ducklings. 
The reason that commercial mashes 
have not oeen used for ducklings 
and goslings is due to the fact that 
only a few of the birds are usually 
raised on each farm and the ten­ 
dency has been to use home raised 
feeds and keep the cost of p ro­ 
duction dowrl as low as p ossible, 
esp ecially as geese and ducks are 
usually a meat p rop osition and little
